Developments of great importance
are foreshadowed in the situation on
the three fronts where large operations
are now in progress.

On the Somme front, where the Brit-
ith have established themselves at
Pozieres, penetrating the third line of
German defenses, feverish preparations
are being pushed in expectation of the
heavieast counter-attack the Teutons
Jiave yet delivered since the commence-
ment of the big Anglo-French drive.
The British are now oceupying a most
favorable position, the ground from
Pozieres to Bapaume constituting for
the most part a low plain with hardly
any ridges intervening, Pozieres is
also the key to the Albert Ridge, form-
ing the Inst line of powerful defenses
guarding Bapaume, the immediate ob-

_jective of the British troops.

That the British drive has succeeded
in relieving the French at Verdun is
evidenced in the virtual ceasation o
German infantry attacks on the Meuse
line and the continued transfer of large
masses of Teuton troops and artillery
from that front to the Somme, This
h  enabled the French to move for¢
viivd their positions west of Thiaumont,
The French have also gained ground
south of the Somme, the Paris War
Office reported today.

British elation at the continued An-
glo-French successes on the Somme
front is coupled with the satisfaction
generally felt because of the frankness
and definite language of the War Of-
fice statements. This has become true
since the assumption by Lloyd George
of the war portfolio. Contrary to the
late Lord Kitchener's reticence on the
progress of military events, a policy of
coplous reports and open discussion has
been adopted by his successor.

Heavy rains are impeding the prog-
ress of the Russian drive into northern
Galicia, The Styr, Stokhod and Lipa
Rivers are gwollen over their banks and
the sticky marshes hedging the Stok-
hed, in particular, have been rendered
even more impassable. Russian forces
are battling against the clements as
well as against the Teutons, but are
steadily forcing onward. Brody is har-
assed on two sides by a Russian bat-
tering ram which is gradually crush.
ing the resistance of General Boehm-
Ermolli's Austrians.

On the extreme north General Kuro-
patkin's forces are successfully Je-
pulsing furious assaults by General
von Hindenburg, inflicting heavy losses
on the Teutonic eolumns.

The victoridus armies of Grand Duke
Nicholas are pushing three separate
drives into Asia Minor, determined not
to give the fleeing Turks any respite,
The" Russians are advancing in three

The vesssl
then was standing apparently up the
channel toward Hampton Roads. The
lighta disappeared very soon after the
slgnal was made and nothing further
was seen of her, though the Loulsinna
kept n bright lookout for her.

Evidently the British crulser went to sea
afterward, as she was not seen anywhere
nhout the Virginih capes today, so far as
oMgcial Information goes,

OMaolnls of the Stats and Navy Depart-

ments made It clear that should any British
vesael of the coast patrol enter Chesapeake
Bay after the undersea liner has reached
Norfolk or Newpart News and is preparing
to go out, the United States will be forced
to selze that British vessel and detaln It
until 24 hours after the departure of the
Gorman submarine.
